Loulx atd took a posltien ax -ales-
man for Jesse Arnot & Co., wholesale hat
merchants,

He remained with the firm several years,
He then organized the wholeeale hat firm
of Rainwater & Boogher, on Washington
avenue, from which firm he retired some
tim« ngo

While glving rlose attention to his busi-
ness, Major Ralnwater found time to take
an netive part In polities and the orgnniza-
tion of Confederate Velerane throughout
the State. He was adjutant general of the
Btate organizaticn of the Confederate Vet
erans at the time <eath. In 1576 he
war elected Pollee Commissioner of St
Louils and made an enviable record as a
city official.

On his retirement from the hat business,
Major Rainwatey, with Mr. Seth W. Cobb,
organized the Merchants' Bridee Company
und hulit the bridge.

Springfleld, Iil., Nov. 10.—A telegram re-
ecelved this afternoon from Attorney General
Hamlin, who {» In Washington arguing the
motion to dismiss the case of the Ftate of
Misscuri ve. the Banltary District of Chi-
cago and the State of Illinois, announces
the fact that the Supreme Court of the
United States to-day afMirmed the judgment
of the Supreme Court of Illinols and the
Criminal Court of Coolk County In the ca=e
of Dreyer.

On February 4. 1898, Dreyer was Indicled
for fallure to turn over., on demand, to his
successor in office, funds which came Into
his hands as treasurer of the West Chi-
cago Park Commissibners, amounting to
$16,000, At the first trial under this indlot-
ment, the jury disagresd and were dis-
charged. At a second trial, had In Febru-
ary and March, 190, Dreyer was found
gullty and sentenced In conformity with the
law commonly known as the Indeterminate
pentence or parole law. case was
taken to the Supreme Court of Illinols,
where s was affirmed and from there on
writ of error to the Supreme Court of the
Unlted States,

The Bupreme Court of the United States,
in the opinlon handed down to-day. sus-
tains the constitutionality of the parole or
indeterminate sentence act and the act cre-
ating the Board of Pardons. The court also
affirms the judgment of the Supreme Court
of Ililnols apd the Criminal Court of Cook
County on the varicus questions relied upon
for a reversal

Direyer s at present confined In the Cook
County jail, and as A resuit of this de-
cislon he will be lmmedintely traneferred
to the Penitentliary at Jollet.
